Chairman's remarks. 


In welcoming governors to the Board Room of Loyola Campus, Mr. Duff expressed the 
thanks of the Board to the Campus authorities for the work which had gone into the 
preparation of the meeting. 


Minutes of the previous (January 16) meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were adopted 
as read.

Ad Hoc Committee on the Identification of Concordia. 


The Chancellor introduced the latest report of this Committee, copies of which 
were in the hands of the Governors. The Committee recommended:

that the motto for inclusion in the armorial bearings of the University 
should be simply "Concordia"; 


that the livery colours of Concordia be argent, or and murrey, this being 
the proper order of the arrangement. For the time being the colours of the 
two founding institutions should remain murrey and or for Sir George 
Williams and murrey and argent for Loyola. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the report of the Ad Hoc Committee was 
adopted by the Board.

Interim Report of the Joint Student Services Financing Committee. 


The Chairman of this Committee, Mr. J. R. Hannan, referred to the paper 
"Comments on Interim Report of the Joint Student Services Financing 
Committee" which had been sent to Governors by the Rector. Mr. Hannan's 


Committee had prepared a paper entitled "Notes to Dr. J. O'Brien's Report to the 
Board of February 4, 1975: Imputation Charges". These notes were circulated to 
Governors and a copy will be inserted in the Minute Book. According to Mr. 
Hannan, they constituted a rejoinder to the Rector's paper. 


After some discussion, the Chairman proposed that the solution of this problem be 
left to a Sub-Committee, composed of bin elf, the Vice-Chairman of the Board, 
the Rector and Dr. Smola, who would have power to add to their numbers. This 
Sub-Committee would meet with Mr. Hannan, possibly early next week, and 
produce a firm recommendation to the Board. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Chairman's proposal was adopted. 


(iii) Fund Procurement Coordinating Committee. 


The Board had before it a report from the Chairman of the Fund Procurement 
Coordinating Committee to the Board and a copy of the report of the Secretary of 
the Committee to the Committee itself. The Chairman of the Committee, Mr. 
Hannan, spoke to the report and answered questions on it. 


The Chairman expressed the Board's very great appreciation to Mr. Dudley 
Dawson for his Chairmanship of the 1974 Appeal and for his generous agreement 
to assume the Chairmanship for the 1975 Concordia University Appeal. The 
Secretary was instructed to write to Mr. Dawson in this vein. 


The Rector then spoke to the question of the distribution of the funds raised and 
drew the Board's attention to the categories of distribution on Page 2 of the 
Chairman's report. 


After some discussion, the Vice-Rector Academic expressed his view that the 
CASA should be higher than $20,000. The Chairman suggested that Professor 
Bordan should let the Board know in detail what kind of research was 
contemplated. Professor Bordan agreed to this suggestion, adding an explanation 
of CASA grants as seed money which was used to get research started. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the report of the Fund Procurement 
Coordinating Committee was adopted. 


Staff Reports. 
There were no staff reports presented at this meeting. 


Correspondence. 


The Chairman referred to the letter of resignation from the Board which Dr. Paul 
Gallagher, the representative of the Loyola Alumni, had sent to the Board. 


Mr. Duff referred with appreciation to Dr. Gallagher's work on the Joint Committee and 
on the Board of Governors. 


On a notion duly made and seconded, the Board accepted with great regret the 
resignation of Dr. Gallagher and instructed the Secretary to write to Dr. Gallagher to 
express the Board's regret and its appreciation of the excellent work which he had done 
both as a member of the Joint Committee and as a member of the Board of Governors. 


New Business. 


The Rector asked the Board for authority to sign a contract with the Department of 
Education for the services of a member of the University from March 1, 1975 to March 
31, 1975 inclusive. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the following resolution was adopted by the 
Board: 


"RESOLVED that Dr. J. W. O'Brien is hereby authorized to sign, on behalf of the 
University, a contract for services with the Department of Education in conformity with 
the provisions of the draft contract attached to the minutes of this meeting." 


A copy of the draft contract will be inserted in the Minute Book.

The next Meeting of the Board of Governors will take place on March 13, 1975 at 12 
noon in the Hall Building.
